No. Genl/Amend/5 — In exercise of the powers confer- 
red by section 97 of the Employees’ State Insurance Act, 
1948 (34 of 1948), the Employees’ State Insurance Corpo- 
ration hereby makes the following amendments in the 
Employees’ State Insurance (General) Regulations, 1950, 
the sam4 having teen previously published, as required 
by sub-section (1) of the said Section, -namely : — 

In the, said Regulations— 

(1) in Regulation 11 — 

(i) dfter the words “in the Declaration Form”, the 
words “including the Temporary Identification 
Certificate” shall be inserted; 

(ii) the last sentence namely “The temporary identi- 
fication certificate duly completed shall thereafter 
be detachefi from the form and handed over to the 
Fjmployee” shall be omitted. 

(2) in Regulation 12, sub-regulajtion (1)— 

(i) after the words “Declaration Form” the words 
“including the Temporary Identification Certi- 
ficate” shall be inserted; 

(ii) the last sentence, namely, “The temporary identi- 
fication certificate duly completed shall be detach- 
ed from the form and handed over to the person 
after he has been taken into employment”, shall 
be omitted; 

(3) in Regulation 14— 

after the words “all Declaration Forms” the brackets 
dnd words “(without detaching the temporary 
identification certificate)]’ shall be inserted; 

(4) in Regulation 15— 

the last sentence, namely, “The Insurance number 
shall be communicated to the employer and shall 
be entered by the employer on the Contribution 
Cfard of the person” shall be omitted and the fol- 
lowing shall be substituted in its place namely: — 

“The Temporary Identification Certificate with 
Insurance Number marked thereon shall be 
detached and returned to the employer along 
with one copy of Form 3. The employer shall 
deliver the Temporary Identification Certificate 
to the employee to whom it relates after obtain- 
ing his signature or thumb impression thereon 
except in the case of an employee to whom a 
certificate of employment has been issued under 
Regulation 17-A, The Insurance Number allot- 
ted by the Regional Office to an employee and 
indicated in the copy of Form 3 returned to the 
employer, shall be entered by the employer on 
the contribution card of such employee”. 
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(5) for Regulation 17. the following Regulation shall be 
substituted, namely: — 

“ n-Identitj Cards — -The appropriate Regional Office 
snail arrange to have an Identity Card prepared 
in Form 4 lor each person in respect of whom an 
insurance number is allotted and shall send all 
such identity cards to the employer, Such employer 
shall if and when the employee has teen in his 
service for 13 weeks, obtain the signature or 
lhumb impression of the employee on the Identity 
Card and shall after making relevant entries there- 
in deliver the Identity Card to him. The employer 
shall obtain a receipt from the employee for the 
Identity Card. The Identity Card in respect of an 
employee who has left employment before 13 
weeks shall not be given to him, but shall be re- 
turned to the appropriate Regional Office as 
soon as possible”. 

(6) after Regulation 17, the following Regulations shall 
be inserted, namely: — 

“17-A. Issue of a Certificate of Employment— If an 
insured person happens to need medical care be- 
fore the Temporary Identification Certificate is 
issued to him, 'the employer shall issue a certi- 
ficate of employment in such form as may be 
specified by the Director-General to such person 
on demand. Such certificate shall also be issued 
• on demand, if an insured person loses his Tempo- 
x ary Identification Certificate before the receipt of 
the Identity Card”. 

“17-B. Issue of Permanent Acceptance Card— In areas 
where the Director General considers it appro- 
priate, the appropriate Regional Office shall also 
supply a permanent Acceptance Card for each 
employee in such form as the Director General 
may specify along with the Identity Card and this 
shall also be delivered to the employee. Perma- 
nent Acceptance Card for the employee who has 
left employment before 13 weeks shall not be 
given to him big: returned to the appropriate Re- 
gional Office along with the Identity Card as soon 
as possible.” 

(7) in Regulation 68 — 

In clause (1) for the words “disable the person for 48 
hours or more”, the words “cause death or per- 
manent disablement or loss of a member” shall 
be substituted. 

(8) irr Forms 12, 13 and 14 appended to the Regulations 
die words ‘I desire payment in cash at Local Office/ 
by money order ”, shall be added immediately after 
the words “I claim benefit accordingly”. 

No. Ins. I-2(l)-2/57 — The following draft of certain 
amendments to the Employees’ State Insurance (General) 
Regulations, 1950, which the Employees’ State Insurance 
Corporation proposes to make in exercise of the powers 
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conferred by Section 97 of the Employees’ State Insurance 
Act. 1948 (34 of 1948), is published as required by sub-sec- 
tion (1) of the said section for the information of all per- 
sons likely to be affected thereby and notice is hereby 
given that the draft amendments will be taken into con- 
sideration on or after the 30th April 1958. 

Any objection or suggestion which may te received 
from any person with respect to the said draft amend- 
ments before the date specified will be considered by the 
said Corporation: — 

Draft Amendments tr, the Employees' State Insurance 
(General) Regulations, 1950 

1. Regulation-52 — Benefits when payable -Sub-regulation 
(4) of the said Regulation shall be substituted with the 
following sub-regulation, namely: — 

“(4) Benefits under the Act shall be paid in cash at a 
Local Office on such days and working hours as 
mav be fixed by the Director General or such 
other officer of the Corporation as may be autho- 
rised by him from time to time in this behalf or 
at the option of the claimant and subject to de- 
duction of the cost of remittance by means of 
postal money orders or other orders payable 
through a post office or by any other means which 
the appropriate office may in the circumstances 
of anv particular case consider appropriate; 

Provided that the Corporation mav waive the 
deduction of the cost of remittance in such cases 
as the Director General may, from time to time, 
specify”. 

2. 26-Contribu(ion Cards to be sent to Regional Gj/ice — 
For clause (c) of the said Regulation, the following clause 
shall be substituted namely: — 

"(c) within 42 days of the termination of the contri- 
bution period to which it relates.” 

3. In Form 6— 

(i) the word and dots "Set ” shall 

be inserted at the top right side of the Form; 

(ii) the words and dots “contribution period from 

to 

shall be added as item No, 3 after the present 
item No. 2; 

(lil) the word “also” shall be inserted between the 
words “shall” and "be" in the foot note.

leaving the service, if the Authority is satisfied 
that the service rendered by the employee has 
been good, faithful and efficient. 

Provided that the special contribution shall not 
be payable if an employee is removed or dismiss- 
ed from the service df the Authority as a discipli- 
nary measure in pursuance of clause 15 of the 
Delhi Road Transport Authority (Conditions of 
Appointment and Service) Regulations, 1952. 

(2) The benefit of the special contribution under this 
clause shall be deemed to have come into force 
on the 1st April 1957 and it .shall not be admissible 
to the employees who ceased to be in the service 
of the Authority prior to that date.”
